Universities: Princeton, 1941-453 BA in English 1945, Magna cum laude. Phi Beta 
Kappa. University of Pennsylvania, 1943-54; PhD in Eg 3 'ptian Studies 1955. 

Positions; Instmctor in English, American University of Beirut, Lebanon, 1945-48. 
Assistant in the Egyptian Section, University Museum, 1949-56. Assistant 
Professor of Egyptology, Yale University Graduate School, 1956-58. Assistant 
Curator, Department of Egyptian Art, Metropolitan Museum of Art, 1958 to 
Visiting Lecturer in Art History and Archaeology, Columbia University, 1960-61. 
Will teach Egyptian at Nev York University, beginning in the fall of 1962.
